provide* that lu they latter lastaooe the 
shall tail again, but even 
secondary calls often do not afford satis 
factory results. It U obvious that a 
registration made op ander such eoodl 
tlone and clrcumaUnoe* must of nece* 
ally contain many Imperfections, In ad 
dltlon to making a large amount of 
unnecessary work for election office re, 
bo are compelled to make several 
copies of the registration, and write %od 
rewrite the name# of many citizens who 
do not vote and who will not vote. 

In the cities of upward of thirty thou 
sand people a peraooai registry system 
Is la force, and the registry lists lu such 
places carry very little dead timber, for 
aa a rule the man who will go to places 
of registration and personally register 
both desires and Intend* to vote. In 
oue of the election districts of thla town 
upward of six hundred names are carried 
on the hooks, yat the members of tba 
Board of Registry there do not receive 
aa much compensation aa the election 
offiolala In city dlslrlota of about three 
hundred voter*; and, besides, th* for¬ 
mer are put to some personal expen** In 
going to and from the oounty seat for 
their election stationery and to mailing 
oaths and returns.
